We have completed the patentability search at the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office regarding the above-identified invention. The field of search covered Class 606, 
subclasses 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18 and 19 and Class 607, 
subclasses 88, 89, 90, 91, 92, 93 and 94. Additionally, a computer database search was 
conducted on the USPTO systems EAST and WEST. Examiner Linda C. Dvorak in 
Class 606 (Art Unit 3739) was consulted in confirming the field of search. 

The search was directed towards a light therapy device. In particular, the search 
was directed towards a light therapy device comprising a hand-held, self-contained 
irradiator that provides light therapy to areas of the body for healing. Generally, the light 
therapy device comprises a housing, an array of LEDs (containing infrared, red and 
green lights) mounted on a flexible surface, batteries within the housing for powering the 
LEDs and circuitry that controls the illumination of the LEDs. The flexible surface that 
includes the array of LEDs can be attached to the housing or detached from the housing 
such that the flexible surface can be placed on a body part for light therapy while the 
housing with the circuitry remains stationary, e.g., remains on a table. The circuitry also 
may be designed to illuminate certain subsets of the LED array and not others 
automatically or through user selection. Further, the circuitry may be designed to allow 
the LEDS to be illuminated in preset sequences, such as in rotational sequences. The 
search was particularly directed to the detaching of the LED array and the flexible 
surface from the housing as described in the disclosure. References cited with the 
disclosure are incorporated by reference.
